Under the terms of the sen­ 
tence, the California-born Na?l- 
phlle will be confined to a men­ 
tal Institution to be designated 
by. the attorney general.

Judge Hollxer Intimated that 
he will recommend that Schuler 
serve a minimum sentence of 
two years "If he makes proper 
progress at the institution."

Schuler was arrested at h|i 
Palos Verdes residence last April 
after he had sent a fake mes­ 
sage "planted" by the f. B. I. 
Schiller used facilities of a com­ 
mercial wireless company which 
employed him to transmit the 
message.
